navy to answer every proper end 

But, said Mr. Clay, it was to him pecu- 
liarly interesting that a naval force should 
he raised for tli* protection of the mouth 



hf the Mississippi. He felt a deep inte 
rest in this subject ; atul strange as it. 
might seem, he considered that if any part 
of the union emphatically demanded a 
navy for its defence, it was the western 
country. Kentucky, Tennessee, Ohio; 
the western parts of Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania were dependent for their agricul- 
tural and commercial prosperity ou a sin- 
gle outlet to the ocean, liable to he block- 
aded up by a single British frigate. He 
would call the attention of western genllcf 
men to the time When the right of depot 
at Ncw-OrleanS had been interrupted by 
the Spanish government. They would 
recollect the sensation which then per- 
vaded the whole western section of the 
union. A naval protection to the mouth 
ot the Mississippi was necessary to pre- 
vent any foreign power from producing 
by its maratime power similar evils. He 
adverted to tne revolutions in the new 
world. If Cuba should become Independ- 
ent, or should fall into the hands of Great 
Britain, the commerce and wealth of the 
western states would lie at the mercy of 
tiie privateers that might he sent from 
that island to harrass and pltih ler the ves- 
sels employed in the exportation of their 
valuable agricultural products. He trem- 
bled for the existence of the union, when 
he reflected that by the occlusion of the 
Mississippi to the western states, and by 
affording facilities from Halilax to the 
commerce of the Northern states, Great 
Britain might t xcite jealousies and divi- 
sio is among those two sections. Three. 
British 7 4’s by possessing th inSelves of 
Orleans and of Cape Florida, could make 
the western crops wither in its barns and 
banr-yards. Mr. C. i.atd the shepherd and 
his uog were not mere necessary to protect 
the pocks on the neighbouring mountains, 
than a naval force for the protection of 
commerce. Those who assert that com- 
merce is not worth naval protection, must 
be willing to abandon it. Were gentle- 
men willing to relinquish that foreign 
commel-ce which since the 4th of March, 
1789, had produced a revenue of 191 mil- 
lions ol dollars, rather than make a gener 
rous effort to regain and secure it ? Did 
they suppose their sea-faring brethren 
were entitled to protection ? It was in 
vain to attempt to suppress the commercial 
spirit of the nation ; it teas fixed ; the die 
was cast. 

To illustrate the commercial habits and 
enterprize of the American peoph^ he re- 
lated an anecdote of a vessel built and 
cleared out at Pitinbiirgli for Leghorn. 
When she had arrived at her place of des- 
tination, the master presented his papers 
to the custom-house officer at Leghorn, 
who would not credit them, and said to 
the master, “ 3ir, your papers are forged ; 
there is no such place as Pittsburgh in 
the world ; your vessel must be confis- 
cated 1” The trembling captain laid before 
the officer a map of the U. States j direct* 
ed him to the Gulph of Mexico * pointed 
out to him the mouth of the Mississippi; 
led him a thousand miles up it to the 
mouth of the Ohio, and thence another 
thousand up to Pittsburg. — « There, Sir, 
is the port whence my vessel cleared out.” 
The astonished officer, before he saw the 
map, would as soon have believed that 
this siiip had been navigated from the 
moon ! It was the imperious duty of gov- 
ernment to protect commerce. He said, 
if the time ever arrived when Orleans 
should he in danger from a foreign naval 
force, he should shudder at the disclosure 
of the monstrous fact, possessing such a 
population as she had, that government 
were unable to afford her pro ec’on. Mr. 
C. said, he would not at this time vote 
for building any additional ves eis, unless 
we tiad the materials. He thought it 
would be better to lay up & stock of ma- 
terials for a future increase. 

Mr. Mitchell compared the structure 
and Workmanship of a ship to the struc* 
lure of this tufon. The south furnished 
timber and tar ; the west, hemp : the mid- 
dle states, iron ; and the north Workmen.

The Speaker laid before the House cer- 
tain resolutions ol the Legislature ot Ken- 
tucky, expressive of their approbation of 
the course of policy pursued by the gene- 
ral government, and pledging their most 
cordial support. 

On motion of Mr. B. Hall, these reso- 
utions, with those of a similar nature 
received from other Legislatures, were 
referred to the Committee of Foreign 
Relations. 

The Speaker also laid before the 
House, a memorial from the synod of 
Kentucky, sitting at Lexington, praying 
for the repeal or modification of that part 
of the post office laws which directs the 
carrying and opening the mail on the 
Sabbath, except in extraordinary occa- 
sions. Orderred to lie on the table. 

A bill from the Senate, to promote the 
progress of science and useful arts, was 
twice read and referred to a select com- 
mittee. 

The bill for classing and arming the 
militia was read the third time ; and the 
question being taken on the passage of 
the bill, it was navigated, 58 votes to 55. 

The bill supplementary to an act to 
raise, for a United time, an additional mi- 
litary force, passed the 12th of April, 

1 808, was read the third time, and pas- 
sed. 

The bill making a further appropria- 
tion for the defence of our maritime fron- 
tier, was read the third time ; and on tiie 
question “ Shall the bill pass its third 
reading ?” 

Mr. B. Hall called the yeas and nays 
upon the question. He stated that he had 
two objections to the passage of this bill : 
the one was, that the objects on which 
the expenditures were to be made were 
not specified ; the other was, that in our 
present circumstances, it would be im- 
proper, in his opinion, to appropriate so 1 
large a sum of money as a million of dol- 
lars, to be expended at the discretion of 
the Secretary of War. lie thought the 
money could be more usefully employed. 

Mr. Plica also spoke against the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

It was defended bv Messrs. Cheves, j 
Mitchell , Talmadgr , Pottrr , Wright , Shrf- j 
J'ey, and Widgery, who stated that the ap- j 
propriation was called for by tire proper 
authonty : that New-York and Rhode j 
Island had been mentioned by the Score- i 
tary of War as requiring a part of the j 
expenditure, but that the appropriation 
was intended to be left at large to be used 
as the President of the U. States may 
think proper, and according to existing 
circumstances ; that it was impossible, at 
this time, to foresee what might be ne- 
cessary in this respect ; and that the Pre- 
sident, who is entrusted with the use of 
the military force of the country, might 
very well be entrusted with the expendi- 
ture of this money, or any pari of it, on 
such fortifications as he might deem it 
necessary to erect or repair. 

The question on the passage of the bill 
was carried 88 to 25. 

Thursday, February 6. 

Mr. Morrow presented the memorial of a , 
number of persons, complaining of the present 
mode of disposing of the public land ; stating 
that they arc poor and suffering, whilst lliou-i 
sands of acres of land the property of the U. j 
States are lying unoccupied ; that they consider 1 
evefv man entitled by nature to a portion of j 
the soil of the country ; that no man ought to j 
possess more than 200 acres, and pray for re- ! 
lief. 

Mr. M proposed to refer this petition to the ! 
Committee of Public Lands. The mot ion was 
first rejected; but on Mr. M's expressing a j 
wish that this petition might have a reference,! 
and moving to refer it to a select committee, 
stating the petitioners to he numerous and 
formed into a society, called the True American 
Sock 'ty, partly living in the western part of, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois Territory, a 
member who voted against the reference moved 
f o reconsider the vote, which was done, and 
the memorial referred. 

Mr. Poindexter presented a memorial from j 
the Mississippi legislature, praying for an cx- : 
tinguishment of certain Indian titles to lands 
m that territory — Referred. 

Mr. William*, from the committee on Military 
Affairs, reported a bill authorizing a dctach- 
jnent of the militia of the IT. States. [The de-j 
tachment is proposed to consist of 100,000 
men."! Twice read and committed. 

Mr. W. said, lie Mas also directed by the 
.same committee to offer a resolution for the a- 
doption of the house, in relation to the bill for 
classing and arming the militia, rejected yes - 1 
ter 1 dav, owing to the absence of members from 
ihe !io*:se (for counting the whole house there 
Would have been a majority of seven members 
in its favour.) Believing that the efficiency of 
the militia very much depended upon their be- 
ing classed and armed, and it having been sug- 
gested as art argument aghinst the passage of 
the bill that it would not be well received by 
the people, the committee wish that the people 
may have an opportunity of being made ac- 
quainted with the principles of the bill ; and 
for that purpose, he moved the following reso- 
lution : 

n Refilvnd, 'Hint the clerk of this house be 
directed to publish in all the newspapers in 
Which the laws of the U. States arc published, 
the bill for classing and r.rming the Militia of 
the? fj. States, as engrossed and read a third 
time OYi the 5th instant.'* 

This resolution was objected to, as establish- 
ing a precedent that might hereafter be attend- 
ed with much trouble and cxpcnce ; as when- 
ever a favorite bill was lost, its friends Would 
want to send it out, to the people in this way ; 
H objected that it might by some be 



mistaken for a law, instead ol a t’ejectdd mil. 
The motion was disagreed to. 

The bill making appropriations for the 
mounted Hangers ; the bill making appropri- 
ations for the Military -Establishment ; the bill 
making appropriations for the Navy ; and the 
bill making appropriations for the additional 
Military Force, were severally read the third 
time and passed. 

Mr. Condi t said, that it might not be con- 
sidered that those who voted yesterday against 
the passage of the hill for classing and arming' 
the militia, were unfriendly to arming the mi- 
litia, and believing there was a considerable 
majority of the house in favour of arming, lie 
moved the following resolution, which was a- 
greed to : 

“ He solved, That the committee on Military 
Affairs be directed to report a bill making pro- 
vision for arming the militia of the U. States.” 
Tuesday, Feb. 11. 

On motion of Mr. Jenuis, the house went in- 
to a committee, Mr. Dbsiia in the chair, on the 
bill relating to marriage licences, in Washing- 
ton county, in the district of Columbia, and di- 
recting the application of the tax thereon. 

Mr. Jxirir said the bill proposed no new tax. 
The laws of Maryland already impose a tax of 
folir dollars upon every marriage license, and 
marriage licenses issued in Washington county 
are now subject to this tax ; this bill went on- 
ly to appropriate the money for the promotion 
of learning in the district. 

Mr. Clay (the speaker) knew not which most 
to admire, the conduct of the opposer or sup- 
porter of this bill. If he understood the gen- 
tleman last up, there is at present a law taxing 
marriages, but no authority to collect the tax, 
which is the same as if there was no law on the 
subject. As he thought with the gentleman 
first up, that marriages ought not to be taxed, 
but promoted, he should vote with him for 
striking out the first section of the bill. 

Mr. Smilie said, it was a little singular that 
one btztchelor should support this bill, and an- 
other oppose it. lie hoped, however, there 
would he no difference of opinion amongst the 
married members on this subject. Me would 
be in favor, rather of giving a bounty on mar- 
riages, than of laying a tax upon them. The 
citizens of Washington wishing to raise money 
in this way to support their Academy, put him 
in mind of what happened long ago in England. 
When the building of a mansion house was in 
agitation, the party in power determined to get 
the funds for the purpose out of the Dissenters. 
They therefore laid a tax upon any Dissenters 
who refused to suffer their names to be held up 
for certain offices ; and another tax on those 
who were elected, and refused to take the sac- 
rament in a manner which their consciences 
forbad. He would prefer a tax on batchclors 
over 25, to a tax on marriages, and this would 
include both the gentlemen. 

1 he section was struck out, their being 4 7 
members for it. 

The committee rose and reported the amend- 
ment ; and after some humorous observations 
in favor of retaining the section, by Mr. .Mil nor, 
the lionse concurred with the committee in 
striking out the section. Of course the bill 
was lost.

UNITED STATES BANK NOTES. 

On motion of Mr. Bacon, the house went in- 
to a committee of the whole, Mr. Rlacklcik^e 
in the Chair, on the bill to repeal the 10th sec- 
tion of the act establishing the Bank of the U. 
States. 

Mr. B. said, the committee of Ways and 
Means had thought it necessary to bring for- 
ward the bill, in consequence of a decision 
which had been made in the Circuit Court 
Virginia, that the notes issued hv the Bank of 
the United State s are still a tender in payments 
to the collectors and other officers of the Uni- 
ted States. The committee do not know on 
what ground tli is opinion was given ; they bad 
conceived that as the limitation ot the law 
had expired, no part of it could still have 
force. But, as this opinion has been given by 
the Chief Justice of the U. States, it produces 
great inconvenience to the officers of the U S. 
as the notes of the several Branches, say Char- 
leston. Savannah, New Orleans, &c. will he j 
paid only at the Branches from which they is- 
sue. 

Some irregular debate took place on the pro- 
priety of passing this bill at all. It was con- 
tended that the whole law having expired, it 
was altogether unnecessary, not to say improp- 
er, to pass a bill to repeal a section of that 
law. It was replied by tlie Chairman of the 
Committee of Ways and Means, and others, 
that as the passing of the hill would prevent 
any further trouble to the public officers and 
it could have no influence on any thing which 
had heretofore taken place, its passage was de- 
sirable. 

The committee rose, and the house ordered 
the bill to a third reading. 

SALARIES OF OFFICERS. 

On motion of Mr. Bacon, the house went 
into a committee, Mr. M aco» in the chair, on 
the bill to continue in force for a limited time 
the salaries of certain officers of government 
therein mentioned. 

Mr. B. stated, that this bill was intended to 
continue in force a law passed in 1799, for in- 
creasing the salaries of the Heads of Depart- 
ments and other officers of the government, 
which had been continued from time to time 
ever since. Mr. B. stated what the several sa- 
laries w ere before this law passed, and what 
they had been since, and left it for the commit- 
tee to decide on the propriety of passing the 
bill. 

Mr. Stanford disliked the phraseology of the 
limitation clause to this bill, which was ‘ for 
three years and to the end of the next session of 
congress thereafter A He said the hill might 
as well he made for four years at once. He 
made two unsuccessful attempts to amend the 
bill in this respect. 

Mr. S. then moved to amend the bill, by ad- 
ding to the salary of the Fost- Master-General 
(over and above the augmentation included in 
the bill) 500 dollars per annum; and to the 
first Assistant Post- Master-General 500 dollars 

A division of the motion was called for, aiul 
the addition to the Fost-Mastcr-General, was 
carried 58 to 24. 

But the question being put on adding 300 
dollars to the salary of the first Assistant Post- 
Master-General, it was opposed by Messrs. 
Basset and JaicocJc, and supported, by Mr. 
Tuhnadge. On motion of Mr King, who thought 
it would he well to take a longer time to con- 
sider the subject, the committee rose and ob- 
tained leave to sit again. 



gross and as yet that object is unaccom- 
plished ; it is, however, now expected to 
assemble in a place called Ibague, in the 
province of Neiva, not far from Sante 
Fe, where the Deputies of Carthagena 
and of the interior provinces, are to meet. 
Santa Martha, Rio Hacha, Porto Bello 
and Panama, have not joined in the mea- 
sure, and whether Quito means to join 
itself, or will maintain a separate inde- 
pendent government, is not yet ascer- 
tained. Disscntions and mutual jealou- 
sies, have been predominant in all the 
provinces, and whether the expected 
Congress will be able to establish a well 
constituted General Government, is still 
to be seen. Santa Fe formed a constitu- 
tion some time ago, which, however, 
must undergo changes, as being incom- 
patible with the establishment of a res- 
pectable Federal government. Cartha- 
gena and Santa Martha are at open war, 
the latter place being strengthened by the 
disaffected natives of old Spain, who res- 
orted to Santa Martha from here and o- 
ther parts. 

“The only m ■■ curable event fora long 
time, happened 1., 1 on the llthof the 
last month, which produced a Declara- 
tion oi Independence of any govern- 
ment in Spain — and though the tumult 
lasted several days, and thousands of the 
people h .d forcibly provided themselves 
with arms, not a iife was lost. This cir- 
cumstance several times repeated here 
and in Santa Fe, as it is a certain proof of 
moderation and good conduct, even in 
the lower classes, must induce every 
sensible tnind to wish them possessed of 
a good government, ol which they show 
themselves not unworthy; 

‘•The most memorable circumstances 
on the 1 1th of November here, was the 
abolition of the ixqusiTiox — it was here 
they had their principal seat for all Ter- 
ra Firma — but it is now no more . — T he buil- 
dings which belonged to that Institution, 
are destined for T ribunals and other pub- 
lick useful purposes. 

“ It is hoped that the late successes 
here will cement the harmony pervading 
in the interior. A great thing has been 
accomplished in doing away the Inquisi- 
tions, for though they did not venture at 
present to excercise their power to a 
great length, still their influence was 
great and baneful, and in every place they 
had their emissaries and adherents. On- 
ly two years ago they excommunicated 
every individual, who had any paper of 
the political changes at Quito in his pos- 
session, and who did not deliver it up to 
them : and if you reflect that excommu- 
nication from their church according to 
their creed, is the same things if not re- 
call has eternal damnation, you will not 
wonder at the power they exercised, sup- 
ported by superstition and ignorance. 

“ The newspaper states more at large 
the occurances as they passed, and con- 
tains the Declaration of independence of 
this province, which at present is called 
the state of Cartlugena. Commerce is 
mostly dead, and the want of money ex- 
treme, yet it is expected that the govern- 
ment will now receive some supplies of 
money from the interior.”

The arrival of stich a Minister as Joel 
Barlow continued to afford pleasure in 
France ; but we are unable to discover 
any thing had been effected, or even hin- 
ted at, in the way of negociat'on with 
him, since his flattering reception. 

No army news of importance. The 
French claim some advantages from par- 
tial engagements, in the East of Spain, 
under Suchet, subsequent to the fall of 
Sagunta. The Prussian army is reduced 
to the peace establishment. There con- 
tinued a suspension of hostilities between 
the Turks and Russians; but the latter 
demanded terms which the Turks would 
not concede, and active hostilities were 
expected to recommence. Some failures 
in Vienna are spoken of by the French 
Journals as resulting from hazardous 
speculations — blit what in they do not 
mention. 

Captain Cook, has despatches.

London, Dec. 6. 

Letters from Dublin announce that 
great disturbances continue in the county 
Down, it is said that the rebels have ta- 
ken a most diabolical oath of a nature 
so atrocious that we almost hesitate to 
credit it. 

By letters which government have re- 
ceived from lord Wellington, it appears 
that the general position of the army re- 
mains as heretofore, some private letters 
state that it is expected lord Wellington 
is about to move towards Badajoz ; whilst 
others from Portugal conjecture that his 
next movement will be towards the north. 

A letter from Cadiz, dated 23d Novem- 
ber, states that for some time previous 
nothing had transpired of importance in 
the neighborhood of that city. The offi- 
cial detail of Blake‘s disaster and the fall 
of Saguntum were received by the regen- 
cy. The same day a letter addressed to 
the Cortes by the deputy Valicnte was 
read, dated on board the ship Asia, where 
he had fled for safety. He announced in 
this letter that he had determined to with- 
draw to Tangiers. 

The Packet boat, Speedwell, arrived 
at Falmouth the 3d inst. and brought des- 
patches from Gen. Blake, relative to the 
battle of Saguntum. He acknowledged 
his loss to have been 4000 men, but says 
nothing of that of the enemy. He ac 
knowledges that the affair has been a 
most unfortunate one for the Spaniards; 
it appears that since the battle he has re- 
tired under the walls of Valencia. The 
general opinion at Cadiz was that the ci- 
ty of Valencia would fall into the hands 
of the French. Blake has entirely lost 
the confideace of his army, and is pub 
licly accused of treason in the late battle

LONDON, Dec. 3. 

We have intelligence from Copenha- 
gen, that Mr. F.rving, Special Minister 
from the United States at that Court, has 
at length received an answer to his re- 
monstrance against the condemnation be- 
fore the Tribunals of Paris of the Ameri- 
can vessels brought into Danish ports.
